ATIONAL AID OF INDIAN SCHOOLS. 
—There are nine denominations in our 

Land which are accepting money from the treas- 
ury of the Nation in aid of their mission schools ; 
that is to say, the Nation is employing so many 
religious denominations to educate the Indians of 
the Land. Possibly, thene has been some excuse 
for these appropriations in the past, but the Gov- 
ernment is now in a condition to do its own work 
of educating, independently of the denominations, 
and it is safe to say that the Government can do 
the work in a much better manner. [If it desires, 
it can make piety a qualification in its teachers, 
and thus insure a measure of religious instruc- 
tion. But the denomination, as such, should be 
ignored in the work. The first business of the 
church is to save, rather than to educate; but a 
first business of the Nation is to educate. For 
the eight years ending with June 30, 1893, the 
appropriations for denominational schools were 
$3,330,393, and of this total the Catholic church 
has received $2,366,416, leaving to the other eight 
denominations — Presbyterian, Congregational, 
Friends, Mennonites, Lutherans, Methodists, Uni- 
tarians, and Episcopals—a total of $963,977. The 
Methodists have declined to receive any further 
appropriations, and all other Protestant denom- 


iv: tions should likewise refuse such aid. The| 


Catholics are reproaching the Government, and 


| appropriations to them. We say emphatically, 


away with all appropriations to church schools. 
Let the state educate its own wards. 


HE POWER OF NIAGARA TO BE UTIL- 
IZED.—The waste of water power at Ni- 
agara has been a distress to manufacturers for a 
long while. How to utilize any portion of the 
power has been a question to which much study 
has been given, and two years ago a company 
secured the right on both sides of the river to 
husband and apply this wasted power. For nearly 
two years a large force of men has been building 
a tunnel through the solid rock for a distance of 
6,700 feet, thus more than a mile, for the convey- 
ance of the water from above the Falls to enormous 
wheels below. The work has been pushed night 
and day, and for blasting an average of 1,400 
pounds of dynamite has been used daily. A 
town has been laid out already, and many houses 
have- gone up. Factories will be built at once, 
the power for which will be but a fraction of 
steam cost. The horse power secured by the tun- 
nel is 100,000, and by a tunnel one-tenth the 
length on the Canadian side another 100,000 horse 
power will be obtained. The power can and will 
be transmitted to long distances. On the Canadi- 
an tunnel work will begin in the spring. 





NEY ENGLAND INVASION.—There are 

to-day as many French Canadians in New 
England as in all Canada. Their movement from 
Canada to our New England cities looks like the 
bodily transference of a race for moral effect. 
They are Catholics of the most tenacious and 
superstitious sort, and esteem Rome far more than 
the Nation of their citizenship, and the Pope as 
one vastly greater than the President, and one 
always entitled to first place and highest consid- 
eration. It has been the policy of Rome to main- 
tain their isolation as a people, and the integrity 
of their language. ‘ihey stand by themselves 
and speak their own language in New England 
as in Canada. To persuade them to send their 
children to the public schools is next to impossi- 
ble, while their education in their parochial 
schools is in the French tongue. New England 
legislatures, as a first security to their institutions, 
should demand that the English language be 
taught in all schools, whether parochial or public, 
and then general, national legislation should 
lengthen the period of residence to not less than 
ten years as a qualification to full enfranchised 
citizenship. Our Nation needs to look more care- 
fully toward self-protection. 





HE PEACE PARLIAMENT.—There is 
something revolting in the idea of war to 

the Christian heart, and yet, men eminent for 
piety have been among the bravest of brave sol- 
diers upon the battle-field. Indeed, to hint the 
idea that a man could not be a devout Chris- 
tian while engaged in warfare under the flag 
of his nation, would subject one to universal 
condemnation. Nevertheless, all Christian men 
would avert the necessity for warfare, and 
every step taken with the end of the sanguinary 
conflict in view, has the cordial approval of all 
who love the Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity, and 
cultivate a fellow and fraternal feeling toward 


especially this administration, for lessening the men. The Universal Peace Congress, recently in 


session at Berne, Switzerland, was representative 
of seventeen of the eighteen European nations. 
Each of these nations has a peace parliament, 
and two hundred and twenty-four members of 
these parliaments constituted the Congress at 
Berne. It was decided to establish at Berne an 
international arbitration court. The court is to 
consist of members of the national parliaments, 
and when a quarrel arises between two or more 
nations, the court is to consider the principles in- 
volved, and give its judgment. he judgment 
would not be binding, but it would have great in- 
fluence and would probably hasten the formation 
of a court of arbitration with authority among 
the nations of earth. 


HE POWER OF THE PAPACY. — The 
power of the Pope is a tremendous power, 
and when he chooses to use his power on the right 
side, happy results are sure to follow. We see 
this illustrated in the history of France. Until 
recently, the papal influence has been on the side 
of the monarchists against the Republic. True, 
Rome has not been able to overthrow the Repub- 
lic, and thus fulfill its own highest wish, but the 
Pope has given the Republic and its friends a vast 
deal of anxiety and trouble. The papacy has 
much to answer for on this line, as on many oth- 
ers. At last the battle has been yielded to the 
Republicans, and henceforth the Republic is to 
have papal support. It is a matter of policy and 
not one of principle with the papacy—sub- 
mission is manifestly in the interest of the Roman 
Church. Since the papal pronounciamento for 
the Republic, the monarchists have virtually given 
up the conflict, and the government stands more 
secure than ever. Rome has reluctantly contrib- 
uted to its strength by paralyzing the arm of its 
foes. We are glad that Rome has done this much, 
and wish she would show her hand of power on 
other lines for good. If she would pronounce in 
favor of temperance and against the American 
saloon, she would close the dens and thus do the 
best work of her history. Why not an appeal to 
the Pope for a bull against the American saloon ? 


HAT ROME WOULD DO EVERY- 
WHERE.—What Rome would do in the 
United States on the school question is clearly 
manifest from what she has recently done in the 
town of Elroy, Wisconsin, a place of 1,600 inhab- 
itants, with a union school of four rooms. The 
school is controled by three commissioners elected 
by the people, and in the last election two Ro- 
manists were elected. The four teachers in 
charge were Protestants, but three were immedi- 
ately dismissed and three Romanist teachers given 
charge of their rooms. One Protestant teacher 
was retained, but against the protest of the Ro- 
man element. Soon, the Roman priest of the 
village visited the school and ordered the Bible 
out. Later, he came again and ordered the use 
of the Roman catechism. The Protestant teach- 
er refused, but she was told she could use it or 
resign. To keep her place she consented to its 
use. Again the priest called, and ordered the 
teachers to lead their schools to the Roman 
church. The three Catholic teachers obeyed, but 
the Protestant teacher refused. The priest then 
ordered the school to follow him, and they were 
marched to the church, where the priest baptized 
the assembled students into the Roman faith. 
The Protestant trustee then took the matter be- 
fore the court, to restrain the priest from further 
interference. An injunction was granted, but the 
case was appealed to the Supreme Court of the 
state. This is a serious condition of things, and 
cleaslyre: ets the purpose of Rome. Should the 
Supreme Court - istain the priest, there is trouble 
ahead of a serious if not a sanguinary nature.

YOUNG MEN LEAVING THE 
CHURCH.

It is asserted that more than two- 
thirds of the church membership of 
this country consists of women. 
Whether this be so or not, it is a fact 
recognized by all that in attendance 
on church services and religious 
meetings, women are usually in a 
great majority. Religious papers 
are constantly referring to the fact, 
assuming that young men are not 
found in our churches, in anything 
like the proportion that they are 
found elsewhere. 

Persons of the curious kind have 
investigated and have discovered that 
on given Sunday evenings very many 
more are found going into saloons 
than are found going into churches. 
It isa well known fact that multi- 
tudes of the men, who are indifferent 
to religious things, were in their 
boyhood members of Sunday-schools. 
They were led or sent there by their 
parents, but when maturing into 
young manhood they ceased attend- 
ing the Sunday-school, and ceased as 
a matter of course, it being a kind of 
unwritten law that the Sunday- 
school was simply for boys. Leaving 
the Sunday-school usually means 
leaving the church. Young men are 
not found in the churches to the ex- 
tent that one would expect, when we 
think of the Christian homes in the 
country. Of course, this condition 
of things is all wrong. Noble as is 
the life and work of womanhood, 
church work and Christ’s cause can 
not be rightly interpreted and car- 
ried ou without the manhood of the 
people. Men need the power and 
teachings of the Gospel. But why is 
it that men and our young men do 
not enter as largely into Christian 
activities as women? Is it that men 
are naturally worse, more inclined to 
evil, less capable of appreciating and 
appropriating the divine qualities of 
the Christian religion? To accept 
this would be to suppose that God 
had been partial in his creation, and 
that to be a man is a misfortune, 
thus reversing the notion existing in 
some pagan countries concerning the 
sexes, 

We can not, of course, satisfy our- 


selves with any such an explanation. | work to save the young men, and itis 


Yet the idea does seem to exist in the 
minds of some that womah can be 
better than man, or to express it in an- 
other form, to be a Christian is to be 
more womanly than manly. This, of 
course, is preposterous, and yet why 
are not more men in the church? 

One cause, I think, will be found 
in the inherited notion, which is an 
inherited curse, that woman is infe- 
rior to man. The idea hias prevailed 
through the ages, generally express- 
ed, but always felt, that woman was 
the weaker vessel, which meant an 
inferior one. She has been consid- 
ered a sort of adjunct to man, as 
something necessary to contribute to 
his welfare, entitled to rights cer- 
tainly, but which he alone was com- 
petent to decide. Her judgment was 
a minor matter because it was a lesser 
thing. Hence, whatever woman en- 
dorsed, and became interested in, 
was beneath receiving the attention 
of man with his superior faculties, 
and only entitled to his lordly toler- 
ance. Many boys have a contempt 
for their sister’s ways and notions 
because, forsooth, they are “only 
girls.” 

Christianity has forever condemned 
this idea by inviting woman to all its 
privileges and conferring them upon 
her equally with man. But it takes 
some men a long time to learn, and 
they have not yet grasped this fact, 
and so because woman comes into the 
Gospel privileges and takes her place 
in church activities, they feel that it 
is not in accord with their dignity 
and superiority to be equally active 
and interested. 

Why, it would be a confession of 
weakness to be moved by the same 
things as a woman, and to be active 
as she is would seem to be on a level 
with her! Such men will be apt to 
leave the political field and abdicate 
the Government when women get 
into politics. Men are always inter- 
ested in politics because women are 
not in it. We inherited the notion 
of woman’s inferiority, and we still 
hold on to it. In this we are suffer- 
ing for the sins of our fathers. 

Another explanation of the small 
proportion of men found in our 
churches is the false sentiment ex- 
isting as to the standards by which 
men and women are to be judged. It 
seems to be commonly accepted that 
women must occupy higher ground 
than men, morally. A woman guilty 
of the same sins as her husband or 
brother is excluded from the same 
society in which he is received. 
Things that men do publicly and 


coming round that the salvation of 
the world is being given over into the 
hands of the Lord and the women. 
Now, this sentiment of a double 
standard for society ought to be rele- 
gated to some bottomless pit. What 
earthly reason or heavenly argument 
is there why a man should not be 
pure and noble and true? What is 
there in Christianity that is beneath 
him? Why-should he be shut out 
from any good of the Gospel? Men 
expect to go to the same heaven as a 
woman, to live in the same spiritual 
surroundings, and to meet the same 
God. Whatever blessing or obliga- 
tion there is in Christianity for 
woman, the same exists for man. Let 
it be understood that both are to be 
tried by the same standard, and that 
if men do not enter into woman’s 
consecration they can not enter into 
woman’s heaven, which is the place 
Christ has prepared for both. Chris- 
tianity means that men shall be just 
as pious, just as sacrificing, just as 
pure as women. When this idea is 
fully recognized young men will be 
found in the church more largely 
than now. 

Again, the idea transmitted also 
from the past of the superiority of 
physical, material force is dominating 
men. ‘This is illustrated in the case 
of the Prophet Samuel when sent to 
anoint a king from David’ssons. As 
the first-born, a fine, physical fellow, 
passed into his presence, he said, 
Surely the Lord’s anointed is before 
me. He was afflicted with the senti- 
ment of the age, that physical force 
was the greatest force. Peter, using 
the sword in the garden when Christ 
was arrested, illustrates the same 
sentiment. The biggest fellow in the 
past was the man with the biggest 
body. God was on the side of the 
greatest battalions. - Goliath, the 
physical giant, has ever been the 
hero of the Philistines. To settle 
disputes resort was made to battle, 
and brute force made the decision. 
The might of muscle made right. 
We are largely governed by the same 
spirit to-day. If some one steps on 
our toes, individually or nationally, 
we become pugilistic and belligerent. 
We appeal to our giants of muscle 
and cannon. 

This is not the Gospel idea. 
Christ’s kingdom is a spiritual king- 
dom, and his teachings are always 
emphasizing the superiority, the maj- 
esty of spiritual forces. 

When he stood before Pilate, in- 
sulted and tortured, he made no 
physical resistance. He told Peter 


generally and excite no comment, if|he could settle that way if he wanted 


done by women would produce social 
nausea in the community. Loafing 
on street corners, the use of tobacco, 
club life, the low grade of general 
conversation, etc., in circles where it 
is recognized as not becoming in a 
woman, never calls forth condemna- 
tion when associated with a man. So 
it is generally expected that woman 
must be more active in religious 
things. Women must pray for their 
husbands. The young women must 


to. If one smite thee on the one 
cheek, turn to him the other also, 
was his teaching, but that is a dark 
saying even to modern disciples. 
Man, because he is the superior 
physically, likes this idea of physical 


military suggestions. 


Look at the 
crowds as they hurry to a contest of 
muscle in base-ball, in foot-ball, 
bicycling, etc. Contemplate the mad 
infatuation of the Nation at the New 
Orleans exhibit. 

Yes, the kingdom and greatness of 
the Gospel is a spiritual power, and 
women, not blinded by physical 
greatness, readily perceive this and 
enter into its appreciation. What are 
the remedies for these difficulties? 
How shall men be led into a propor- 
tionate participation in Gospel serv- 
ice and privileges? How shall the 
boys, growing up in the Sunday- 
schools, be kept there and in the 
church ? 

The duty of answering these ques- 
tions rests largely upon the men, who 
already believe in Christianity and 
the churches. They must more 
thoroughly live their creed. They 
must set to work to better understand 
the religion to which they have given 
themselves. They must emancipate 
themselves from the notions received 
from the dark ages and unenlighten- 
ed paganism. They must show men 
who do not believe that to be Christ- 
like is manly, and that aman honors 
himself in proportion as he honors 
Christ. It is not that men must be 
more brave and heroic, as these terms 
are generally understood, because 
women are just as brave and heroic 
as men. Men must attend to the 
church services and church activi- 
ties, and if these do not commend 
themselves to their masculine minds, 
let them see to it that the preaching, 
the prayer-meeting, the methods of 
business, are all toned up to the 
Christian standard. The father must 
not send his boys to church with 
their mother; he must take them. 
He must not say, Go to Sunday- 
school; he must say, Come. Sons 
will follow their father. Boys con- 
gregate where men are. The boys 
will be in the church in larger pro- 
portion than the men. The man 
must live in the home as if religion, 
the Bible, the church, and Christ 
were of supreme importance and the 
best things there are. 

Let preachers demolish this fabric 
of sentiment as to the inferiority of 
women. Let the church abolish 
this double standard in society, by 
which we tolerate the man and damn 
the woman. Let us live, and endure, 
and work as seeing Him who is invis- 
ible, recognizing the supremacy of 
spiritual facts and forces. The young 
men are out of the church in large 
proportions, and are certainly going 
out. They are needed in the church, 
and upon the men who believe in 
church rests responsibility of bring- 
ing them in.

THE PROMISE FULFILLED. 
NUMBER TWO. 


In a former article we proved that 


force, is engrossed with this form of|God had fulfilled his promise to 


materialism, and is slow to grasp thie 
meaning of Christ’s Gospel. Witness 
how the young man is tickled with 
the soldier’s uniform. See how the 
boys are caught with a parade with 


Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, that he 
would give them the land of Canaan. 
In the present article we shall prove 
that the promise that Abraham’s’ de- 
scendants should inherit the land was 
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also fulfilled, after which we shall 
prove that they inherited the land 
under conditions that God made a 
covenant, which covenant he faith- 
fully fulfilled according to its condi- 
tions until that covenant was invali- 
dated by Israel, and God then estab- 
lished a new covenant with them. 
We quote the promise as recorded in 
Gen. 13: 15: “For all the land 


which thou seest to thee willI give it 


and to thy seed forever.” 

In our first article we quoted 
God’s prediction to Abraham (Gen. 
15: 13-16), that his descendants 


should go into bondage in a strange 
land, “and afterwards they shall 


come out with great substance.” 


Stephen says (Acts 7: 17), “But 


when the time of the promise drew 
nigh, which God had sworn to Abra- 
ham, the people grew and multiplied 
in Egypt.” 

Exodus 12: 40, 41, “Now the so- 
journing of the children of Israel 
who dwelt in Egypt was four hundred 
and thirty years.” “And it came to 
pass at the end of the four hundred 
and thirty years, even the self-same 
day, that all the hosts of the Lord 
went out from the land of Egypt.” 

Exodus 20: 1, “And God spake all 
these words, saying, I am the Lord 
thy God which have brought thee out 


of the land of Egypt, the house of 


bondage.” Then follow the com- 
mandments, among which is (12th 
verse), “Honor thy father and thy 
mother, that thy days may be longin 
the land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee.” 

Exodus 33: 1, “And the Lord 
said unto Moses, Depart and go up 
hence, thou and thy people, which 
thou hast brought up out of the land 
of Egypt, unto the land which I 
sware unto Abrahan, Isaac, and 
Jacob, saying, Unto thy seed will I 
give it.” 

Exodus 32: 7 records a rebellion 
of the people: “And the Lord said 
unto Moses, Get thee down, for the 
people which thou broughtest out of 
the land of Egypt have corrupted 
themselves.” Then follow expres- 
sions of the anger of the Lord and 
threats against them. Verse 11th: 
“And Moses besought the Lord his 
God and said, Lord, why doth thy 
wrath wax hot against thy people 
which thou hast brought forth out of 
the land of Egypt with great power 
and with a mighty hand?’ Verse 
13th: “Remember, Abraham, Isaac, 
and Israel, thy servants to whom 
thou swearest by thine own self and 
saidst unto them, I will multiply 
your seed as the stars of heaven, 
and all this land that I have spoken 
of will I give unto your seed, and 
they shall inherit it forever.” Verse 
15th says: “The Lord repented,” 
ete.; but about three thousand of 
the rebels perished. 

Leviticus 25: 38 says God brought 
them from Egypt to give them Canaan. 

Exodus 23. 28-30 explains how 
God would get the land ready for 
their possession. 

Numbers 26: 52, 53, “And the 
Lord spake unto Moses, saying, Unto 













these the land shall be divided for an 
inheritance according to the number 
of names.” The following passages 
relate to the inheritance and its di- 
vision : Numbers 27 : 7-11; 32: 7-23, 
32, 33, 50-54; Numbers 34: 2. 
Deuteronomy 1: 8 tells them to go 
in and possess the land which God 
sware to the fathers. Deuteronomy 
5: 831 gives them commands and 
statutes to be observed in the land 
which God gives them. 

Many other passages relate to the 
division of Canaan as their inherit- 
ance. But of all the mighty host 
that was led out of Egypt with the 
promise of the possession of Canaan, 
who were above forty years of age, 
only two—Caleb and Joshua—were 
allowed to enter; even their faithful 
leaders, Moses and Aaron, were de- 
barred because they had displeased 
God. But God’s promise was faith- 
fully kept with the nation according 
to his covenant. Now we will prove 
that the promise that God would give 
Abraham and his descendants the 
land of Canaan for a possession was 
positively fulfilled as promised. 

Joshua 21: 43, “And the Lord 

gave unto Israel all the land which 
he sware to give unto their fathers, 
and they possessed it and dwelt 
therein.” 
* Joshua 21: 45, “There failed not 
aught of any good thing which the 
Lord had spoken unto the house of 
Israel; all came to pass.” 

We quote from Joshua’s farewell 
(Joshua 23: 14), “And behold this 
day I am going the way of all the 
earth, and ye know in all your hearts 
and in all your souls that not one 
thing hath failed of all the good 
things which the Lord your God 
spake concerning you; all are come 
to pass unto you, and not one thing 
hath failed thereof. Therefore it 
shall come to pass that as all good 
things have come upon you which 
the Lord your God promised you, so 
shall the Lord bring upon you all 
evil things until he hath destroyed 
you from off the good land which the 
Lord your God giveth you. When 
ye have transgressed the covenant of 
the Lord your God which he com- 
manded you and have gone and 
served other gods and bowed your- 
selves to them, then shall the anger 
of the Lord be kindled against you, 
and ye shall perish quickly from off 
the good land which he hath given 
unto you.” 

Those who assert that the promise 
to give the land of Canaan to Abra- 
ham and his descendants has never 
been fulfilled, do so in flat contradic- 
tion to the plain declarations of the 
Bible; and when they teach that the 
promise of Canaan was an uncondi- 
tional promise, they again place 
themselves in opposition to plain 
Bible truths, as we shall show in our 
next article. But this is not all: 
while they teach the fable that this 
promise will be fulfilled after the 
resurrection, they assert that which 
they have not one word of Scripture 
to prove. They lay great stress 
upon the word “forever” in the 



























promise, and could they prove that 
the promise was unconditional they 
would pretty plainly establish the 
certainty that the promise could not 
be fulfilled in time and would require 
eternity for its completion. But 
when this position is taken they find 
themselves confronted by their de- 
nial that the promise has ever been 
fulfilled, which takes about thirty- 
eight centuries of time from “for- 
ever ;” that is, all the time since the 
promise was made to Abraham. This 
appears very much like accusing 
God of promising a blessing “forever” 
and “never” fulfilling. There is no 
way of reconciling this promise with 
God’s faithfulness but to accept the 
Bible teaching that it was a covenant, 
and fulfilled just as the Bible teach- 
es and according to the conditions of 
the covenant.

A colored Baptist minister in North 
Carolina, addressing his hearers on 
the subject of baptism, used an argu- 
ment which is fully as scriptural and 
logical as some of those employed by 
preachers of far greater pretense of 
learning. He took for his text, “The 
voice of the turtle is heard in the 
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land.” “Now, brethren and sistern,” 
said the expositor, “what dat mean? 
You go along the riber bank and you 
see a log stickin’ up out of de watah. 
Three turtles am settin’ on dat log. 
Soon’s dey see you dey goes into the 
watah, splash! Dat’s de voice of de 
turtle. Now, what does de voice of 
de turtle say? Why, go into de 
watah, ob cose, and be baptized !” 

I relate the above in no spirit of 
irreverence. It isa sample of argu- 
ment and style fully up to much of 
the honest but illiterate effort under 
which Providence has blessed a large 
number of people who have been en- 
abled to make the bes: they cuuld of 
what they had till the time came for 
them to appreciate and receive abili- 
ties higher and better.

Genius, wit, sarcasm, oratory, and 
imagination set on fire, while the 
cruel scenes of the “Dark Ages” pass 
in sacriligious review, present a hor- 
rible picture. Such was the panor- 
ama of Col. Robert Ingersoll on the 
8th of October, under the auspices of 
the “Press Club, of Chicago.” Long 
pent up indignation, giving vent to 
itself in the use of satire, irony, 
taunt, and vindictive ridicule is 
enough to make those bloody kings 
and cruel priests tremble like old Bel- 
shazzar, if only they: were living! 
But, alas! alas! they have been dead 
for two hundred years. Nor would 
those skeletons of antiquity have 
been exhumed but for the reason that 
they are infidelity’s only “stock in 
trade.” 

It has been our good fortune, or 
bad fortune, just as you like, to read 
about all the atheistic and deistic 
works we could get our hands on, 
and, without exception, infidelity 
deals with human depravity in its 
misrepresentation of what Christian- 
ity really is. 

This eulogy of Voltaire by Colonel 
Ingersoll is but a rehash of the vil- 
lainous conduct of bloody kings and 
devilish priests of long ago. It was 
not in remotest touch with the cen- 
tral thought of Christ and his relig- 
ion. Nor has it any kinship with 
modern Christian thought. Not a 
priest or minister in this evening of 
the nineteenth century, of generous 
Christian impulse, but what would 
condemn, in unstinted terms, that old 
theology, “conceived in sin, brought 
forth in iniquity,” only to rob the 
world of religious liberty by villain- 
ous ostracism, the institution of the 
horrid “rack,” the cruel “fagot,” the 
worse than blood and death. Nor is 
there a priest or minister, who has a 
tithe of Christ’s love, who does not 
know that such devilish thought and 
practice have no more kinship to the 
vital principle of Christianity than 
has the blackest devil of the bottom- 
less pit a kinship to the brightest 
angel of the celestial land. 

The ‘Mistakes of Voltaire’ were 
not that he turned his face like steel 
against a superstitious theology and 
a brutish tyranny, but that he utterly 
failed to distinguish between Christ 
and his religion of universal love, 
and the total subversion and utter 
overthrow of Christianity. 

The “Mistakes of Ingersoll,” too, 
are not his pleadings for liberty and 
humanity; but the rather, he can not 
see, or, what is worse, he will not see 
the infinite disparagement between a 
ioving Christ and a hateful devil. 
Those six thousand disciples of In- 
gersoll in the auditorium cheered 
themselves hoarse over the slaying of 
a specter which long ago was buried 
beneath the onward rolling of God’s 
mighty chariot wheels of universal 
love. Their yellings had been less 
jubilant had they been able to distin- 
guish between the dead past and the 
living present.

churches, so thorough and valuable 
as what I am permitted to quote by 
Mrs. William Barrows from a lecture 
written by her late husband, Rev. 
William Barrows, D. D., just before 
his departure to the life beyond (a 
year ago, i. ¢., in 1891), I give it in 
the exact figures and words of our 
well-remembered earnest minister, 
kind philanthropist, and able advo- 
cate of Christian union. I regret 
his departure but rejoice he can yet 
speak. 

The Doctor says: “Circulars have 
been issued to every town and city in 
Massachusetts—351—with these two 
questions : 

1. How many places of evangelical 
public worship are there in your 
town ? 

2. How many of them would be 
needed for the present worshipers in 
them, if these were all of one denom- 
ination ? 

The’ circulars were sent to resident 
and active pastors in the first in- 
stance. Failing of answer, they were 
then sent to the church clerk or some 
deacon in the failing church. It was 
as near to a census as we could get, 
without adopting the civil method of 
taking a census. And we may pre- 
sume these officials and_ resident 
clergy and deacons, with local 
knowledge, to be every way compe- 
tent to give correct answers, beyond 
bias or deception. Of the 351 towns 
and cities, there have answered down 
to date 284. These report 1,264 
houses of public evangelical worship. 
They also report that 945 of these are 
duplicate or unnecessary, for those 
who would worship in some evangel- 
ical church. If the 67 towns not yet 
reporting have duplicate meeting- 
houses the same proportion, as they 
probably have, it makes the number 
of such unnecessary churches in 
Massachusetts 995. 

Whether these are distributed 
among Methodists, Baptists, Congre- 
gationalists, Presbyterians, and Epis- 
copalians pro rata, according to their 
whole number of churches, no meas- 
ures have been taken to ascertain. 
According to their record book, these 
five denominations have about 1,600 
churches in the state. Of these, 
sixty-one per cent. and more are un- 
necessary to evangelical worship, 
more than one-half if denomination- 
alism is discarded. Aside, therefore, 
from spiritual and evangelical ends, 
and only for denominational purposes 
and sectarian interests, Christians in 
Massachusetts are supporting 993 
churches. In one of their official re- 
ports the Baptists have estimated the 
annual average cost of one of their 
medium churches at $1,000. Suppose 
these supernumeraries are below av- 
erage grade and so below average 
cost, and they be reckoned at $500 
each, to put the estimated cost beyond 
all cavil, the 993 unneeded churches 
for spiritual ends and the salvation 
of man are taxing the funds of Christ 
and his churches in Massachusetts 
each year to an amount of $496,500. 

The annual cost in Massachusetts 
for each of the five denominations on

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DENOMINATIONALISM. 
THE SUBJECT FROM A PRACTICAL 
POINT OF VIEW. 


To the Editor of the Transcript : 


I was glad and profoundly thank- 
ful, not many days ago;to see in 
your columns a brief paper indicat- 
ing the inavertable evils of sectarian- 
ism as it exists in the Christian 
church to-day. 

I am more than happy to recognize 
the fact that thousands upon thou- 
sands of good, faithful, and true 
Christians are in the various denom- 
inations into which the Church is 
unfortunately divided, and that they 
and their churches are doing invalu- 
able service for humanity, but I 
claim that the good they are doing 
as individuals and as churches is 
done by the Christian spirit and life 
which they possess and not at all by 
the sectism which commands so 
much of their time, money, love, and 
labor. 

I claim further that division means 
more than loss of time, money, love, 
and labor to the Church of Christ 
and to the world. It means destruc- 
tion; ‘‘a house divided against itself 
can not stand.” Therefore, as it is 
a self-evident fact that the so-called 
Church is divided into contending 
factions, beginning in the early 
Church in minor divisions as to 
preachers and certain Jewish laws 
and customs and gradually by the 
increasing influence and power of 
the bishops of the Christian church 
at Rome, it developed into that great 
sect, the Roman Catholic, which has, 
through all the centuries of its ex- 
istence, given such abundant evi- 


the simplicity and purity of the true 
church of Jesus the Christ, just as 
all sects have done and do according 
to their power. It is, therefore, not 
only important, but an absolute ne- 
cessity for every church member and 
every friend of the Christian religion 
to pause for reflection and examina- 
tion. 

Of all the great moral and religious 
reforms claiming attention, none are 
as great and far-reaching in their in- 
fluence as this. To illustrate: What 
could not a great united church, 
united under the lead of Christ 
alone, under the lead of its only di- 
vinely appointed “Head,” do to se- 
cure for the rising and coming gener- 
ations free public schools and univer- 
sal education ? 

What could it not do to banish war 
by arbitration ? 

What could it not accomplish for 
liberty, fraternity, and “ good will 
among men ?” 

Let us give study to this transcend- 
ent subject. 

We will consider the cost in dollars 
of denominationalism in Massachu- 


coming direct from the town and 


our basis is, for the Congregational- 
ists, $171,000; for the Methodists, 
$101,000; for the Baptists, $96,000; 
for the Episcopalians, $51,500; for 
the Presbyterians, $5,500. Here is 
an annual total in Massachusetts of 
$425,000 for interests extraneous to 
the Gospel. It is for the logical be- 
liefs and for church governments in 
no sense essential to salvation. These 
five denominations preach alike the 
great essentials of salvation; and out 
of their own churches and omitting 
certain personal additaments their 
hearers could not locate their preach- 
ers in any denomination. This $425,- 
000 expended in Massachusetts an- 
nually is for notions and varieties of 
“will worship.” Repentance and 
faith constitute a through ticket and 
sure. A half-dozen colorings and 
tintings of the tickets to please fancy 
travelers are nothing. They all get 
there the same. 

Our conclusion is surprising, hu- 
miliating, and mortifying. The same 
kind and amount of Gospel to the 
same hearer could have been preach- 
ed and that amount of money saved. 
The conclusion can not be more sur- 
prising to you than it wasto me. I 
at once rejected the conclusion for 
the honor of the Christian church, 
as a business body, and recast and 
revised every step. Each individual 
town has answered for itself, as to the 
number of unnecessary churches, for 
the aim and end of the Gospel.. I 
can not impeach the judgment, integ- 
rity, and veracity of our ministry, 
who have answered. As to costs I 
have taken only one-half the esti- 
mate of the Baptists’ denomination. 
And the astounding total of folly 
and loss reach $425,000 in Massachu- 
setts for one year. If the churches 
in Massachusetts were a stock cor- 
poration, run for profit and dividends 
for the stockholders, this loss, aris- 
ing from petty. cliques, rivalries 
within itself, or for mere fancies 
would go at once to the bulletin 
boards and the corporation would go 
to business investigators, into the 
hands of receivers, or through the 
courts into dissolution. 

Can not churchmen do a profitable 
business as well as railroad men? 

But this rivalry and selfish waste 
and folly of the Lord’s money extends 
beyond Massachusetts. It goes to 
the Canadian Pacific and Mexican 
lines. Some official replies from other 
states to our circular will give light. 
Maine says that one quarter of our 
evangelical churches could be spared ; 
New Hampshire says that 150 of her 
535 could be spared, nearly , one 
quarter; Minnesota could spare one 
quarter or less; and California says, 
‘A hundred or so may be considered 
as not needed out of 2,000,” with 400 
places where they are needed at 
once. These are estimated in the 
other states as they were first esti- 
mated in Massachusetts, but a care- 
ful count, town by town, has more 
than doubled the estimate for the 
state, and probably would for Maine, 
New Hampshire, Minnesota, and 
California. There are about 100,000 
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evangelical churches in the country, 
and if the rates in Massachusetts 
hold for the whole, the amount of 
money squandered in denominational 
follies is fearful. On the quarter es- 
timate made for this state it would 
give 25,000 unneeded churches, at a 
loss of twelve and a half million of 
dollars. Ifthe rate be doubled in a 
fair count, town by town, as we 
found it necessary to be done in 
Massachusetts, the amount given to 
our follies and will-worship would 
appear to be $25,000,000. It would 
cover several times all our American 
missionary societies for the home and 
foreign field. That is, we give more 
to have our own denominational way 
in the United States than we do to 
have the Lord’s way in all the world. 
Yet how devoutly we pray, “Thy 
kingdom come, thy will be done.” 

The Rev. Dr. A. I. Pierson, in the 
Missionary Review of the World, for 
this month, says that the whole 
Protestant Church of America and 
of Europe raises for missions only 
$11,429,588 for the year. 

Such is the dark and depressing 
picture Dr. Barrows has given us of 
the financial loss to the Church of 
God and to the best interests of hu- 
manity by denominationalism. 

But all this shameful prostitution 
of money for sectarian purposes is 
but a drop to the ocean of evil result- 
ing from the divisions of Christians 
into contending factions and persecut- 
ing antagonists. 

The reader will have observed 
that the above report does not in- 
clude several Christian denomina- 
tions which our good Doctor has not 
thought best to class with “evangel- 
icals.” 

With such astounding and appall- 
ing facts, and those legitimately and 
mathematically deducible from them, 
how can intelligent and conscientious 
Christians continue to hold to a dog- 
matic, exclusive, human creed, or a 
separating name for the disciples of 
Christ ? 

And I especially ask how they can 
do it when they know that the only 
divinely-appointed of the church 
prayed (John 17) that his disciples 
might be one in Him and in the 
Father, and not one in any sect or 
party as the Roman, the Lutheran, 
the Baptist, the Episcopal, the Meth- 
odist, or in any one of the hundred 
and fifty existing among us to-day in 
the United States. 

Let those who believe that the 
Great Teacher commanded that “the 
fragments” be “gathered up,” that 
“nothing be lost,” act accordingly. 

To save the fragments, to be loyal 
to Christ, to accomplish such a re- 
form as the above facts show’to be an 
absolute need, and to save the world 
from unbelief, the Christian church 
of which, dear HERALD, you are the 
representative, has always stood and 
so stands to-day. Surely the “world 
moves” and “the kingdom of God”

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MAN’S LOOKOUTS. 

Nothing is for itself alone. The 
foot needs the eye to guide it from 
stumbling and bruising. In the gen- 
eral and broad sense man’s intellect- 
ual powers, cultivated ornot cultured, 
is but a busy workshop for the gen- 
eral question, “What shall we eat, 
what shall we drink, and where 
withal shall we be clothed?” The 
same may be stated thus: The lusts 
of the flesh, the lusts of the eye, 
and the pride of life. The intellect, 
without God, is a wonderful machine 
and is run by the selfish lusts of life. 
Whether we turn to the untutored 
savage or to the most scholastic of 
the scholarly, all is run by the same 
general forces of animal selfishness. 
The intellect waits the bidding of 
selfishness. The domesticated dog 
may be a more gentlemanly dog than 
the wild dog, but they are both 
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he intellect, by itself, is asleep. 
Passions rouse it and run the car- 
nal mind at will, making every power 
of the intellect do its utmost to grat- 
ify human selfishness. Acquisitive- 
ness runs it on change; appetite 
crowds it for sumptuous dinners and 
for alcoholic liquors; combativeness 
and destructiveness set this machine 
to make men dogs, and so to the end 
of the chapter. To educate simply 
in the sciences makes man dangerous 
on all sides, because selfish passions 
run him. 

If the foregoing is correct we see 
the overwhelming danger approach- 
ing from our school culture when God 
is excluded. 

Let us now see if we can find a 
proper controling or governing 
power. 

The command is to put God in the 
highest place, and to put him there 
first of all. Teach the children; 
train them early. See that God is 
put in that part of man—the soul— 
in sufficient quantity to fill the rev- 
erential capacities of the child. 
Make this moral motive power fa- 
miliar with the intellectual or look- 
out. Waken conscience and bind 
it to the throne of God; wake up 
love and put faith in the watch- 
tower of the soul so as‘to see what 
the eagle’s eye has not. These moral 
forces, making the intellect its look- 
out, when properly tutored under 
God, seizing fast hold of the intel- 
lect, work these lookout powers to 
higher, broader, better ends. 

In making man, God as Father 
and as Sovereign prepared a royal 
department for himself; and happy 
is that man and strong is that people 
who enthrone the supreme over their 
lookout faculties, and let God run the 
intellectual machine to its utmost 
capacities. 

But the preposterous idea of leav- 
ing the Almighty out and filling the 
capacity for the divine with “creep- 
ing things,” and perverting con- 
science to petting fashion, culture, 
and science! Neither, nor all these 
have a tithe the power to make a 
man every whit whole as the grace 


and loye of God in the heart, 


Godliness works the intellectual 
machine to its fullness of power. 
With God in the royal chamber of 
man’s soul the world is richer, life is 
sweeter, and all things more in har- 
mony as God wills. 

God sits enthroned in man’s soul. 
In fact, nothing but God can proper- 
ly work man’s lookout powers as they 
ought to be worked. And when 
God works them he harnesses what 
we commonly class as the animal, 
making them subserve good ends. 
Combativeness ceases boxing and 
pugilism, except as it deals heavy 
blows against moral evils and mate- 
rial obstructions. In this capacity 
they work to a charm, and St. Paul 
is no less of a saint, because in these 
forces he was the chief of the apos- 
tles. 

Yes, the intellect works not for it- 
self, but for the forces that predom- 
inate over it and works it to their 
ends. When God sits engineer the 
whole man hungers and thirsts for 
righteousness, and his lookouts are 
busy working out facts and moral 
principles by which his hunger may 
be fed. And just now the moral is 
running the lookout powers wonder- 
fully by press and mails and telegraph 
and phonograph and by pulpit, al! 
giving wings and glory, speeding 
good tidings round the world.

Does not the girl who has learned 
in her mother’s home to perform 
every kind of household work thor- 
oughly and to do the marketing, 
make a more systematic housekeeper, 
a better manager, a more saving,

perience after marriage all of these 
most important branches of work ?

Peters, is one 
of the vice-presidents of the Vermont 
State Union. 

A society connected with a Bapt’st 
church is reported as receiving money 
for missions in direct answer to prayer. 
What society bas tried that and failed? 

The Rev. John McNeil, the re- 
nowned preacher, bas said, “I think I 
could not do better than leave a Chris- 
tian Endeavor sociéty behind me in 
eve lace I visit.’’ 

It is hoped that, as this is the season 
of state conventions, that members of 
our societies will be present in large 
numbers and emphasize their presence 
and get the inspiration of such occa- 
sions.

HONESTY. 


“Honesty is the best policy,” used 
to be the copy that was set for us to 
fasten our eyes upon as we sought to 
perform the writing task in our copy 
book. “Whatsoever things are 
honest,” the great apostle puts down 
among the things which man can well 
afford to think about. “What doth 
the Lord require of thee but to do 
justly and to love mercy and to walk 
humbly with thy God ?’—that is, be 
honest with man and God. It is not 
enough to be honest before the eye of 
man—to have the name of being an 
honest man—but be honest in those 
little things where only the eye of 
God goes. 

If you borrowed five dollars of a 
friend twenty-five years ago and have 
failed to pay it, if you have accepted 
Christ, you will want to pay it right 
away. You will not say, “He has 
forgotten it long ago, so let it go.” 
No; God has not forgotten it. Be 
honest. “If thou bring thy gift to 
the altar, and there rememberest that 
thy brother hath aught against thee, 
leave there thy gift before the altar 
and go thy way; first be reconciled 
to thy brother, and then come and 
offer thy gift.” The “aught against 
thee” may refer to that little bill 
which you have been allowing to go 
unpaid. 

Some way, no matter how well the 
minister preaches after he comes back 
from his vacation, no matter how 
polished may be his sentences, how 
vividly he may describe the rivers, 
lakes, and mountains seen by him in 
vacation time, if that last year’s 
grocery bill remains unpaid we can 
not help feeling that he has been dis- 
honest—that the money spent by him 
in vacation was not his, but it be- 
longed to the unpaid grocer. Be 
honest ! 

There is another device of the 
devil that has got abroad in these 
days, and that is this: that it does 
not much matter how much we run 
in debt, if we only intend to pay some 
time. 

Now, to my mind, cash paid bills, 
well receipted, go much farther 
towards making an honest man than 
good intentions. Debt, at best, is an 


offshoot of hell, and, while my hair 
may not be white enough to give 
much advice, I would advise all min- 
isters to keep out of it. Do not try 
to get even with the dishonest church 
that fails to pay your salary by leav- 
ing unpaid bills at the grocer’s, the 
butcher’s, and the tailor’s. 

We wish we might cry in the ear 
of every young man, “Beware of 
debt. Live within yourincome. Pay 
as you go.” How much brighter and 
sweeter life would become if hun- 
dreds and thousands about us would 
thus hear and do! 

“An honest man’s the noblest work 
of God.” And an honest church is 
not far behind. If the minister is 
dishonest they can put him out, and 
I am glad of it. If the church is 
dishonest he must get out or grin and 
bear it. The church says, “We will 
pay you every three months.” Now, 
it does seem as if even a minister 
might use a little money once in thir- 
teen weeks! But the quarter ends 
and no money goes to the pastor’s 
purse, and he had so many ways for 
it! The people begin to wonder why 
their pastor does not preach with so 
much spirit as before. Is he losing 
his power? Special prayers are 
offered for him. What is the matter 
with the prayer-meetings? They 
pray for the Spirit. Why does he 
not come? He can not come to a 
dishonest church. Be honest! Pay 
your pastor as you agreed, whether it 
be weekly, monthly, or quarterly. 
The apostle says, “Provide things 
honest in the sight of all men,” and, 
while you are about it, provide an 
honest payment in the sight of your 
pastor. Some pay for the support of 
the church when the times are good, 
but when the times are hard they 
must pay the grocer and their taxes 
and their lodge dues, but during hard 
times they withhold their subscrip- 
tion for the church and then wonder 
why they do not grow in grace. 

He who is dishonest in the trifles 
of life cheats himself every time. 
“Look ye out among you seven men 
of honest report,” was the early in- 
junction. The world needs them now. 
The world will always have room for 
them. Be honest!

ERNEST RENAN. 


M. Renan died at an early hour on 
Sunday morning, October 2, 1892, at 
the College de France, where so many 
of his brilliant lectures were deliv 
ered. He had been seriously out of 
health for some time past, but the 
illness which ended his life, in his 
seventieth year, was of brief dura- 
tion. His devoted wife was at his 
bedside, his children were about him, 
and, in spite of great suffering, his 
death was peaceful, and his face was 
described as ineffably serene and con- 
veying an impression of power which 
it failed to convey in life. Educated 
for the priesthood, a student of Ori- 
ental languages from early youth, 
Renan also possessed a brilliant im- 
agination,a sensitive mind, and great 
literary talent. 

There was nothing of the real priest 
in him. He lacked spiritual insight 
and the high qualities which go with 
it, although the beauty of his style 
and the fervor of his temperament 
sometimes seemed to simulate these 
finer gifts. He had intellectual, but 
he lacked moral earnestness; he was 
in no sense a prophet, and he had no 
deep sense of the necessity and the 
supremacy of the moral elements in 
the individual and the nation. His 
“History of Israel” reveals wide 
knowledge and has very great charm, 
but it misses the secret of the Jew- 
ish race because Renan could not 


martine, but not of the Gospels. The 
Christ of the temptation, of the puri- 
fied Temple, of the abashed scribes 
and Pharisees, of the mysterious and 
awful agony of Gethsemane, is not in 
Renan’s fascinating idyl of a human 
life. 

Renan comprehended the compos- 
ure and sweetness of great religious 
natures, but he did not know the 
sources of their peace, nor did he 
understand the fiery struggles through 
which it was achieved. He was an 
indefatigable student and a scholar 
of great and rare accomplishments, 
but his scholarship was at the mercy 
of his temperament, and his imagina- 
tion was more potent than his devo- 
tion to fact. 

Born in Brittany, M. Renan never 
fully emancipated himself from the 
influences of the soil in which he 
grew. There was a vein of senti- 
ment in him, a poetic sensibility, an 
impressionability which fitted him to 
record passing moods and phases of 
nature and of life with rare delicacy 
and charm; but these very qualities 
loosed his grasp on the greater reali- 
ties of life. His influence on many 
of the younger French writers has 
been marked, but it has been essen- 
tially a dilettante influence; it has 
fostered excellent form, but it has not 
stimulated originality. It has con- 
tributed that charming ripeness 
which often accompanies decadence ; 
it has done nothing to reinvigorate 
French earnestness or re-establish 
French ideals. 

There are passages in Renan, it 
must be added, which have an un- 
pleasant flavor because they seem to 
betray a mind not wholly pure. As 
a man of letters Renan is more likely 
to be remembered than as a teacher 
of morality or a critic of religion, 
and his contemporary influence will 
probably entirely eclipse his post- 
humous influence. He sang in beau- 
tiful prose the decay not only of 
Christianity, but of the old order 
and the old ideals in France; he did 
not see that Christianity was taking 
on new and powerful life about him, 
and that France was quickly reviving 
within herself elements of moral ear- 
nestness and national power which 
she has not had for a century. 

Renan was a dilettante in spirit, 
and dilettanteism never yet inter- 
preted the moral and spiritual life of 
man.— Christian Union.

D. W. Moore, and others, in the 


. Main, agreed with the view opening 


to my mind. Since then God has 
appeared to me in the tender, loving 
nature of a Father. I come close to 
him and feel to communicate much 
more freely with him than I did with 
my earthly father. The incarnation 
of the Son of God, from its concep- 
tion, through its prosecution, to its 
finished work, is all radiant in every 
feature with heavenly love. The 
God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ is my Father, and his Son is 
my Lord Jesus Christ, made to me, 
by my adoption into the divine family, 
my elder brother. I was at one time 
a stranger and a foreigner; many are 
still. Iam now a fellow-citizen with 
the saints and of the household of 
God. Thank God for the true teach- 
ing of the divine Word.

Much 
capital was made of the New Testa- 
ment incident; the other was simply 
ignored.

If two men are upon a falling 
scaffold, a sinking ship, or a wrecked 
train, and one is a sinner, the othera 
saint, all other circumstances being 
equal, which stands the better chance 
of getting off without injury?

Where am I? Where is my boy? 
where is my boy? ‘You can not see 
him.’ ‘Stand out of my way; I will 
see my boy.’ To prevent confusion I 
took him to the child’s bed, and, as 
I turned down the sheet and showed 
him the corpse he uttered a wild 
shriek, ‘Ah, my child!” That min- 
ister said further to me, “One year 
after that he was brought from the 
lunatic asylum to lie beside his wife 
in the grave, and I attended his 
funeral.’’—Selected.

THE ONE THEME. 

The minister of Jesus Christ is the 
preacher of the Gospel. He is sent 
forth to the people with a single 
theme: “Goye into all the world and 
preach the Gospel.” The question 
itself is a broad one, embracing, we 
may say, all truth of a moral nature, 
and in its various phases sufficient 
to engage the thoughtful consid- 
eration of the wisest man and the 
serious attention of the wisest men 
for all the ages. 

The sermon should embrace the 
Gospel in some of its points and parts 
always, and he who goes to his people 
with a loaf of truth, however inter- 
esting in its nature it may be, which 
does not show the way of salvation, 
reveal the face of him who died for 
men, and in its counsels help men 
toward heaven, is disobedient to him 
who sent him to preach, unfaithful to 
his flock, and utterly untrue to his 
calling. 

It is a most serious thing when the 
critic at the close of the sermon may 
say, “There was no Gospel in that 
sermon.” We have heard it said, 
more than once, of the sermons of 
our fellows, and, we shame to say it, 
we have heard it said of sermons that 
we have given to the people. They 
asked bread from us, and, assuming 
the name, duties and station of a min- 
ister of the Gospel, we promised them 
bread, and yet gave them a stone. 
What if the stone may have sparkled 
as the diamond; what if in its finish 
and perfection it may have been as 
the jewels of the king’s crown! It 
was but a stone at best—no food for 
the hungry, perishing soul before us. 

Is the Gospel so lean a message as 
to justify our ignoring it? Is it so 
uninteresting in its nature that we 
can not please, edify, instruct, and 
make wise if we present it? Wecan 
not imagine this to be the case, when 
the teachings of the wisest of all 
teachers were the simple Gospel, and 
when the words through which the 
apostles roused the world to highest 
duty and noblest deed were only Gos- 
pel words. 

A theme that engages the Christ, 
and through which he electrifies the 
world in all its nations and genera- 
tions, can hardly be called a theme 
devoid of interest. A book that fixes 
universal gaze, inspires universal 
hearts, and transforms as it inspires 
into highest expressions of nobility, 


manhood, and saintship, should not 





be regarded as a tame book, even if 
its name and nature be expressed in 
the one word, Gospel. 


The theme which the prophets 


dimly unfolded, which the apostles 
dwelt upon with an enthusiasm born 
of heaven, which the Christ presented 
in words that won the admiration of 
the living and the boundless praise of 
the wise of more than fifty genera- 
tions, which the angels sang with an in- 
spiration that has awakened the races 
of the ages—such a theme may well 
engage the attention of men, though 
in eloquence they be as Demosthenes, 
in imagination as Raphael, in finish 
of thought as Shakespeare, and in 
depth of wisdom as Newton. 


Scholarship has nowhere mani- 


fested a richer perfection than in the 
pulpit. 
in the school, the state or the field, 
than the men who have stood en- 
throned by the pulpit. And yet these 
men whose genius has been so com- 
plete, whose wisdom has been so per- 
fect, and whose thought has been so 
profound, have given their lives prac- 
tically and in phraseology, to the illus- 
tration of the Gospel.

The pulpit, therefore, needs no 


other theme than the Gospel, even as 


no other was given. If the ages to 
come shall be more numerous than 
those already past, still the subject 
can not be exhausted in all those 
ages. Not, indeed, if the imagina- 
tion and inspiration and the eloquence 
of the coming ages shall be a hun- 
dred-fold increased. The minister of 
Jesus Christ, out of the center of his 
work, with his fullest nature conse- 
crated thereto, and with the eyes of 
the world imploringly fixed upon him, 
will never need look up into the face 
of him who commissioned him to his 
work, saying: “Give to me, O Mas- 
ter, a newer and fresher theme.” 

The ocean can be more easily 
drained than the fountain of the Gos- 
pel. Sooner will all the rivers of the 
earth run dry than will the Gospel 
waters whic issued from the temple. 
Not more easily and fully is physical 
thirst satisfied from the springs and 
rivers of the earth than is the world’s 
spiritual thirst from the Gospel pool. 
Opening the Gospel, all the ministers 
of the universal church may exclaim, 
“Come ye to the waters!” “Let him 
that is athirst come!” ‘And whoso- 
ever will, let him take the water of 
life freely.” 


A thousand other themes than the 
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Gospel may be introduced into the 
pulpit—a thousand others are, we 
may sadly say, but none of them, nor 
all of them in one, will unbind dark- 
ened eyes, break the icy fetters of 
sin from the soul, lift the feet from 
their pit of miry clay, deliver from 
the body of moral death, or transform 
the soul into the image of God. 

The Gospel will do all these things. 
It alone will meet every deep want of 
the heart. Why, then, not bring to 
the people the one balm of healing, 
the one fountain of cleansing, the one 
tree of life, the one ark of safety, the 
one only medium of salvation! The 
Gospel is salvation to him who re- 
ceives and obeys it. Nothing more 
does the soul need than the salvation 
which the Gospel brings, for Gospel 
salvation is the casket of every jewel, 
the cause of every blessing, and the 
very glory of life and immortality.

President Weston has been elected 
a member of the American Institute 
of Christian Philosophy, of New York 
City. It was done on the nomination 
of Rev. C. F. Deems, D. D., pastor 
of the Church of the Strangers, who 
is president of the organization. This 
institute embraces in its membership 
some of the foremost Christian think- 
ers of the country.

ported with his power. The most 
accurate description of the sun can not 
convey its light, warmth, or cheerful- 
ness, The sun alone can do that. The 
most scholarly presentation of Christ 
can not illumine the life. It takes 
Christ to do that. A gentleman, on 
seeing the sword with which Scander- 
beg had done so great exploits, ex- 
claimed, ‘‘I see nothing greater in this 
than in other swords.” “It is the 
truth,’’ quoth one standing near; ‘‘you 
see the sword, but not the hand that 
wielded it.’”? Flowers can as easily be 
raised without atmosphere or fruits 
produced without light or heat as to 
successfully present Christ unless 
Christ is in the presentation. These 
men were in a strange city, and there 
not by choice or accident, but driven 
there, and they were not skillful 
logicians, brilliant rhetoricians, or 
acute metaphysicians, but God was 
with them and gave them success.

If these rales of 
church-giving were observed to-day 
the saints in the famine-swept dis- 
tricts would fare more sumptuously.
